Response to Amendment 

Applicants amendment filed 9/6/05 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 21-23 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morlan 
et al. (6,905,178). Morlan et al. discloses a brake booster assembly with a brake booster 
including a housing having a wall 14, a mounting bolt 100 extending from the wall 14 and a clip 
400 engaged with the mounting bolt 100 and fixed in position relative thereto, wherein the brake 
booster includes a master cylinder mounted on the housing, a fluid reservoir mounted on the 
master cylinder and an input rod assembly attached to the master cylinder adapted to be attached 
to a brake pedal assembly, the mounting bolt 100 is fixed in position relative to the wall 14, and 
the clip 400 has a tapered end 417 portion that engages the mounting bolt 100.
